Rev. Henry Wolf was born at 
Penzing, Bavaria, Germany on Dec. 
30, 1855, boing the son of Earl 
Wolf and his wife Salome, nee 
Friedly.

received his early 
education in the public schools and 
later in tho Latin schools of St. 
Anna’s Gymnasium at the city of 
Augsburg. 
He was confirmed in 
his Christian faith at the age of 
fourteen years. 
In 1872 he came 
with his parents, sisters and broth­ 
ers to America, where the family 
settled at Buffalo, New York. 
After 
having 
been 
graduated 
from Elmhurst college in 1874 and 
from the Evangelical Theological 
Seminary at Marthasville, Mo., in 
1877, he was ordained to the indus­ 
try in the Evangelical church at 
Peotone, 111., on May 21, 1877. 
He 
found his fields of labor 
in the 
Evangelical pastorates at Peotone. 
Turner Junction (now West Chica­ 
go), Niles Center, Addison Town­ 
ship 
near 
Bensenville, 
Crystal 
Lake, Genoa and Bartlett, 111. 
In 
the 
Evangelical 
church 
a 
number of high offices were be­ 
stowed upon him. 
He served as 
secretary and as president of the 
North Illinois District, as member 
of the Board of Control of Elm­ 
hurst College and as member of 
tin Seminary board, as delegate 
member of eight General Confer­ 
ences and as treasurer-general of 
the Synod. 
He was active as a charter mem­ 
ber and one of the founders of the 
Evangelical Colony at New Salem, 
North Dakota. 
In 1894 he organized the German 
Evangelical 
Orphanage and 
Old 
People’s Home Society of North 
Illinois 
and became one of the 
founders and leaders of the Ben­ 
senville home.

In 1910 he retired from the ac­ 
tive 
.nistry and made his home in 
Bensenville, 111., and later, in 1919, 
in DesPlaines, 111. 
On May 18, 1881 he was married 
to Miss Louise Wurtz of West Chi­ 
cago, 111. Their union was blessed 
with eleven children, eight sons 
j and three daughters, of whom a 
son and a daughter in tender child­ 
hood and the oldest son, Theodore, 
at the age of 44 years preceded 
him in death. 
For the summer of this year he 
had planned with his good wife to
